With Cuba it has come to the 
death struggle, the throe, the gasp for life 
itself. I hope Cuba will free itself from the 
grip of the priest, from the policy and power 
of the Pope. It is a struggle for 
political life, for commercial life, 
for religious life, for freedom of hand, head, 
heart.

SPAIN IS MAKING 1TS LAST STAND. 


Cuba’s Fight for Freedom May End Its 
Power in America. 

“Christian Civilization and Cuban Inde- 
pendence” was the subject of the sermon 
preached by the Rev. William White Wilson 
in St. Mark's Episcopal Church last night 
from the text: “If.the son therefore shail 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed,” 
John 8:36. He said: 

“Christians cannot help being interested 
in the struggle for independence now going 
on in the island of Cuba. Every effort to 
throw off the burden of tyranny and oppres- 
sion excite the sympathy of those who be- 
heve in him who said he came to set the 
captives free. But in America all such ef- 
forts are of especia] importance because of 
the connection of liberty and religion tn the 
history of this continent. It was largely 
through religious zeal that this Western 
continent was discovered and settled. Those 
who crossed the ocean to this new land 
sought, among other things, for opportunt- 
ties to extend the kingdom of Christ, efther 
by making converts of the savages here or 
by securing a home for the development 
of religious liberty. These two phases of 
religious zeal were presented by two promi- 
nent nations of the earth, Spain and En- 
giand. The fermer would compel the alle- 
giance of men and by the power of a strong 
government acquire possessions that would 
add to the wealth of the state and increase 
the glory of an ecclesiastical system. ‘The 
latter embodicd the ideas of religious free- 
dom that were‘ agitating Great Britain and 
Northern Europe and. were bringing forth 
to new light the sacred truths of Chris 24 
ity Which had n obscured in the supersti- 
tion of the middle ages. 

“These two great. forces—ecclesiastical 
tyranny aa represented by Spain and re- 
ligious liberty as represented by Northern 
Europe—have been struggling for suprem- 
acy in America during four centuries. The 
former, with a larger and richer territory, 
has failed and gradually lost its colonies, 
vutil now the monarchy of Spain is making 
its last stand for.power in America upon 
the little Island of Cuba. The colonists of 
North America, in the spirit of civil liberty 
and religious freedom, grew from feeble be- 
ginnings into large and powerful States, 
soon casting off the tyranny of foreign gov- 
ernments and establishing a republic where 
all men should have equal opportunities be- 
fore the law andybe allowed to worship God 
according to conscience. The Northern 
civilization has prevailed over that in the 
South, not only in building up our own great 


| Nation, but reaching out and influencing 


all the countries of this hemisphere. The 
colonies of Spain have grown in the spirit 
of liberty until from time to time they have 
thrown off the; yoke of foreign power and 
established republican governments. Ctiba: 
and Puerto Rico are following in this de- 
velopment, and will soon be free from mo- 
narchical power. 

“Monarchical institutions are repugnant 
to the American spirit. The progress of our 
civilization is away from the control or in- 
terference of foreign powers. At one time 
it was thought by a foreign ruler that the 
independent spirit manifested in the Span- 
ish-American colonies Was dué to the phe- 
nomenal success of the United States. 
Therefore, in the midst of our civil war, he 
sent a Prince to Mexico and tried to estab- 


‘lish a monarchy there. He and all. Europe 


learned that there.was little sympathy on 
the part of the pica ns in such a move- 
ment, and the deluded Maximilian paid the 
penalty of his life for his folly. | 
“Christianity in this country has been 
molded in its policy and organization by 
has been prov- 
identially developed here. Ecclesiastical tyr- 
anny of past. years may be accounted for 
through the influence of the arbitrary char- 
acter of civil governments, but such tyran- 
ny is contrary to the werd of God and al- 
ways required for its maintenance some per- 
version of the truth. Where the truth of 
Christ has had free course its tendency is 
to deliver men from all that enslaves and de- 
gtades them. The independence of Cuba 
would, therefore, promote a true Christian 
civilization. The \‘eligion or policy of the 
Church of Rome, which is the leading church 
there, would be affected by it. @ see in 
this country what a broad and liberalizing 
effect our republican institutions are having 
upon that church and the same results wil} 
be produced in the other republics of Amer- 
icra as they grow in civilization. 
“Cuba, therefore, must sooner or later bes 
come free or secure such privileges as will 


) make the country practically free like our 


neighbor to the North. Whether the pres- 
ent revolution will be successful or not it is 
difficult to tell. The information we obtain 
is imperfect and meager. We deplore the 
eruelty and suffering incident to war and 
hope a way may be found to secure both 
freedom and peace. If the revolution fails 
it will be only for a time, as the destiny 
of America is to lead all mankind into free- 
dom of the sons of God.”

arms and supplies secreted on the Keys 
rorth of this city, and the Spanish cruiser 
has evidently been trying to find them, 

Fishermen who came in from the Keys 
yesterday report that Spanish marines have 
been making a diligent search.. The fisher- 
men say the Conde de Vanadito has landed 
searching parties almest on every Key where 
it would be possible for filibusters to ren- 
dezvous. This is considered an outrage here 
and a gross insult to Florida and the United 
‘States. 

The Keys belong to Florida, and if Spain 
has a right to land searching parties on the 
Keys it also has a right to land marines on 
the mainland. The insuit is considered to be 
as outrageous as if the Conde de Vanadito 
had landed a party to search the homes of 
citizens of Key West. The State Depart- 
ment at Washington will be asked to inves- 
tigate and demand an apology from Spain 
forthwith. So much indignation has been 
aroused here by the report that it is feared 
the Spanish Consul will be openly insulted. 


CUBANS HAVE MORE MEN THAN ARMS 


Maceo the Master of the Province Ont- 
side the Larger Towns. 
[Special Correspondence, | a 

Santa Clare, Sept. 22—[Copyrighted, 1895, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.j—I have visited the Provinces 
of Santiago and Santa Clara, and find that 
Antonio Maceo has under his general com- 
mand 8,000 fairly armed followers. Outside 
the towns and garrisoned ports held by the 
Spanish troops Maceo is the master of the 
country throughout the province. 

In Puerto Principe Maximo Gomez has led 
the Spaniards a lively chase. There are 
only 8,000 inhabitants in the province. I 
have reason to know that his total force has 
not’ exceeded 2,000, and that all have not 
been adequately armed. Gomez was at last 
advices at La Sacra, a point in the wilder- 
ness between Santa Cruz del Sur and the 
south coast and Jobabo, a settlement on 
the border of Santiago. Mazzo was there, 
and Antonio Maceo was also present. The 
purpose of the gathering was the settle- 
ment of the organization of the government 
the insurgents Have formed. : 

Martinez Campos has gone to Maneaville, 
but will soon return to Cienfuegos and Santa 
Clara. He is sending troops in large num- 
bers to the Province of Puerto Principe. 
With a large, well armed force at command 
there is no military reason why Campdgs 
should not occupy all the defiles leading to 
the valleys in the Trinidad Mountains, for- 
tifying them and preventing or greatly ham- 
pering the insurgents in getting out. 

Four-fifths of the territorial area of the 
island is in rebellion. The Province of San- 
.tiago, Puerto Principe, and Santa Clara, 
which contain a population of about 700,- 
000—nearly half the total population of the 
island—are in revolt: The insurgents hold 
the country and the Spaniards the towns and 
fortified ports. The Cuban leaders are 
troubled for lack of arms. There are about 
23.000 men in the field in the three provinces 
in rebellion, but I do not believe that more 
than 15,000 have firearms. Recruits are 
more numerous than rifles. 

The military policy of Martinez Campos 
is that of first to crush the rebellion in Santa 
Clara Province. He is alive to the neces- 
sities of the planters and he will garrison 
every estaie in his effort to sustain them. 
The present number of troops is none too 
many for the imm ecessities of the 
Spanish plan of control and the reinforce- 
ments of 25,000 troops to arrive in November 
will be used as flying columns. 

The condition of the Spanish soldiers is 
better than it was generally supposed to be. 
There have been serious losses from disease 
in Santiago Province and in Puerto Prin- 
cipe, but there has not been es widespread 
an epidemic as has frequently been reported. 
The total number of deaths and the cases of 
sickness among the soldiers during the four 
months ending Sept. 1 are less than 8,000. 
The death rate reached 100 a day for awhile, 
but the total losses have not exceeded the 
expectations of the Spanish waf office. 

The only region where there are at pres- 
eut meetings between the Spaniards and 
the insurgents is about Remidos, Cama 
Juani, and Lagua La Grande. A Spanish 
column guarding a supply train, or alone, 
moves through the country. It. falls in 
with a guerrilla band and the two fire at 
each other. A man or two is killed and there 
are a few wounded. These encounters are 
invariably magnified into battles and vic- 
torics. The numerous stories circulated of 
hand-to-hand encounters, of charges with 
machetes, ana of the terrible execution 
caused by these long cut-and-thrusts are 
without foundation. :

SMALLPOX AND CHOLERA EPIDEMIC. 


Pestilence Ripe in Cuban Ports and No 
Governmenta)?$upervision Exercised. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special.}]— 
Advices from Cuba, received by Surgeon- 
General Wyman of the Marine Hospital, 
show an alarming condition of affairs on the 
island. Sanitary Inspector Camenero, In a 
report from Santiago, says his. presence at 
that post is absolutely necessary owing to 
the arrival of troops from Spain at a season 
when yellow fever is most malignant, and 


‘when danger of .its importation into the 


United States is greatest. 

Smalipox has been officially declared epi- 
demic at Sancti Spiritus and Tomas de Saga, 
both in communication with steamers which 
are neither questioned nor inspected, and 
passengers are allowed to disembark with- 
out disinfection or fumigatiofi of their be- 
lorigings. : 

Yellow fever exists at Firmeza, a mining 
village distant twelve or fifteen miles from 
Santiago and connected with it by railroad. 
The thining company sends out a steamer 
every other day, and the communication 
between the mines and the harbor is con- 
stant. The Spanish Government has 25,000 
new men quartéred in this village; where 
there are only accommodations for some 
1,000, Thé result is:that both soldiers and 
workmen are huddled together, augmenting 
the danger of contagion and insuring the 
spread of the fever. 

No shipments of sugar aré taking place at 
present, as the crop is over, and tt doubtfal 
whether the planters will be able to begin 
the new one.

BRITISH WARSHIPS READY TO ACT. 


Five on the Yang-Tse-Kiang, Five at Woo- 
Sung, and Two at Shanghal. 

Shanghai, Sept. 29.—F ailing the entire com- 
pliance of the Central Government with the 
British demands, it is understood that a 
fleet of fourteen British Warships will make 
a demonstration before Nankin Tuesday or 
Wednesday next. The British demand is 
that within fourteen days an edict must be 
issued degrading the Viceroy of Sze-Chuen, 
or otherwise the British Admiral command- 
ing will act. ’ 

The British warships Rainbow, . Plover, 
Spartan, Swift, and Avolus are at ports on 
the Yang-Tse-Kiang River. The Caroline, 
Undaunted, Edgar, Archer, and Alacrity are 
at Woo-Sung. The Daphne and Firebrand 
are at Shanghai. The British Admiral is on 
board the Edgar. | 

The wife and family and treasure of the 
Viceroy of Nankin have been. brought to 
Shanghai for safety. Rich Chinese mer- 
chants are coming here from every side 
seeking shelter. 

London, Sept. 30.—The Times dwells upon 
China as being a huge and inert mass whose 
friendship is hot worth cultivating by feeble 
concessions to its pretensions and _ pride. 
‘What we want done,’ the Times continues, 
“we must insist upon having done, not by 
futile representations to Pekin, but by going 
to the spot in question and seeking it done 
ourselves.”’ 

The Standard says regarding the Chinese 
situation: ‘“The position of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment is extremely perilous. It | has 
enough on its hands without a quarrel with 
England. It is too soon to say that the fall 
of the Manchu dynasty is imminent, but the 
news of the spread of the Mohammedan in- 
surrection in) the Province of Kan-Su ts 
alarming... The British demands must be 
supported by the presence of our fleet in the 
Yang-Tse-Kiang, if not by the occupation of 
Nankin. 

“We doubt if the Manchu dynasty could 
survive this shock. If the Mohammedans of 
the west find a leader, and if at the same 
time the Imperial Government is rash 
enough to defy the western powers, a revo~- 
lution is inevitable.” 


JAPAN IS SEEKING FOREIGN TRADE, 


Seattle, Wash., Trying to Obtain East- 
ern Terminal of a Steamship Line. 

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 20.—A Japanese syn- 
dicate is soon to put on a steamship line be- 
tween Japan and some point on the north 
Pacific coast, and Seattle is making a strong 
effort to have the American terminus of'the 
line here.

The position of referee in any contest, be 
it for a $10 note or a $50, purse, is a 
thankless one, and by no means a sinecure. 
The feelings of the spectators are invariably 
with the man upon whom they have wagered 
their money, and naturally with the referee 
when he is treating their favorite, in their 
But let the referee 
make one move which, in their excitement 
and anxiety to see their man win they think 
is wrong, even though the referee is adher- 
ing strictly to the rules, and a transforma- 
tion scene presents itself immediately. The 
unfortunate official is hooted at, yelléd at, 
cursed at, and in fact is subjected to all sorté 
of abuse. All the nice things said about 
him are forgotten. Where before he was 
the best, the squarest, and the only man 
that possessed all the qualifications neces- 
sary to a first-clase referee, he is now a 
mutton-head, a crook, and accused of hav- 


ing a small bet on the other man. 


While the referee had been doing his duty 
honestly and to the best of his ability, the 
curses, jeers, and yells of foul, which reach 
his ears from all sides of the ring will nine 
times out of ten upset him. He becomes 
more or less rattled, and believing he 
really has committed some gross offense to 
the crowd's favorite, will attempt to right 
things by bustling the other fighter, whom 
he naturally supposes is in disfavor, aroynd 
a bit. As soon as he attempts that, he finds 
to his sorrow the crowd has backed both 
contestants to win. When he realizes this 
fact, he is apt to become more rattled. 
Every move he makes after this, which the 
spectators believe is made in the interest of 
one man or the other, brings forth cries of 
derision, all of which, of course, does not 
cool the referee's brain. 

If the yells and curses excite the referee 
what effect must it have on the contestants? 
They also become effected by the noise, and 


poaded on by the cheers of their partisans, 


and knowing the referee has lost His head, 
they will take all sorts of chances to win. 
In the excitement which naturally follows, 
the rules, in a sense, are forgotten by the 
fighters and the referee. 


The impression has gone abroad thatthe 
only qualifications necessary to make a 
first-class referee is honesty, a fair knowl- 
edge of the rules, strength Foote: to pull 
the. combatants apart when they clinch, 
count when one man is knocked down, and 
render a decision when the end is reached. 
It requires more than that, however. Be- 
sides honesty and a knowledge of the rules 
it requires a cool-headed, unprejudiced 
man, one who-has the courage to adhere 
strictly to the rules, irrespective of the 
crowd, its threats, or the bulldozing of ae 
seconds, He ought to be well posted on 
ing, have a thorough knowledge of the wari 
ous blows and peculiar angles which |in- 
variably crop up in a fight; and, above all, be’ 
quick and decisive in his judgments and de- 
cisions. Besides these qualifications he must 
be alert to the movements of the fighters, 
such as keeping a sharp lookout on the 
pugilist apt to strike foul. For example 
should one of the fighters, in deliveri a 
left-hand blow for the body, strike low is 
the referee’s duty to keep to the side where 
he can obtain the best view of the doings of 
that left hand.. The same also holds good in 
right-hand blows that have a tendency to go 
wrong. |
